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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claim 1 is currently amended, Claims 2-5 are as previously presented and Claims 6-16 
are cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. In Claim 1, the oxygen directly injected to the reducing gas is supported in the 
specification for only being partially combusted. The claim reads on complete combustion. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 
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Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Joo et al 
(US 6,277,324 Bl) in view of JP 07-188721 (abstract and machine translation) and Kepplinger et 
al (US 2003/0159541). 

Joo et al in view of JP '721 is applied as discussed in the office action mailed 7/29/2008. 
However, Joo et al does not teach the new claim limitations as claimed. 

JP '721 teaches introducing oxygen gas directly to the furnace in [0019]. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to add oxygen 
to the first and second furnaces in the process of Joo et al as taught by JP '721, since JP '721 
teaches that reactivity is improved and the reduction reaction can be advanced efficiently [0028]. 

Kepplinger et al '541 teaches indirect production of particulate oxide containing ores 
(title). Burners are provided before fluidized bed reactors in the direction of the gas flow, to 
which oxygen or air is added [0035]. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to provide the burners in Joo et al as taught by Kepplinger 
et al '541, since Kepplinger et al '541 teaches that the amount of oxygen/air allows for individual 
control of the combustion and temperature of the reducing gas. Conditions are 
thermodynamically favorable to reduction, auto-reforming reactions are facilitated, and the 
thermal load per fluidized-bed reactor is reduced [0035]. 

Additionally, the combination of prior art elements, the oxygen injection into the first and 
second fluidized beds and the oxygen gas to the reducing gas, according to known methods 
taught by JP 721 and Kepplinger et al '541 yields predictable results of improving efficiency and 
control, respectively. 
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Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Joo et al in 
view of JP 721 and Kepp linger et al '541 as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of 
Kepplinger et al (US 6,379,420 Bl). 

Joo et al in view of JP '721, Kepplinger et al '541 and Kepplinger et al '420 is applied as 
discussed in the office action mailed 7/29/2008.
